Heavy Failure in the Coal Trade at Pittsburg
—Banker Prettyman’s Assignee Ousted at
Chicago—Forger Smith Convicted.

BIG COMPANY IN TROUBLE,

The Oregon Improvement to Apply for a Re-
ceiver To-Day—Its Liabilities,

NEw Yorx, Nov. 24.—It was stated to-
day, and not denied at the company’s
office, that the Oregon Improvement Com-
pany would to-morrow apply to have
Joseph Simon appointed receiver. The ap-
pointment will be made at Portland, Ore.
It is also stated positively, and not denied
by the treasurer, that the interest due Dec.
1 will not be paid. The company’s trouble
is said to be due to the fact that loans

which it procured to carry on work on its
exteunsions have been called and the com-
pany is unable to pay them. The president
of the company, Elijah Smith, is said to be
severely ill and confined to his house.
Fred L. Ames, who is understood to hoid
a large block of Union Pacifie, is one of the
directors of the company. The properties
controlled by the company com-

prises the Pacific Coast Steamship
Company, which bas imn operation
five steamship lines on the northern
Pacific coast, several railroads and a large
amount of coal lands and real estate. At

the close of the last tiscal year the com-
pany’s liabilities amounted to $18,007,087,

offset in the balance-sheet bL an equal
amount of assets. Since then the company
has authorized and executed a consolidated
mortgage of $15,000,000, of which $6,514,000
was reserved to retire prior issunes and the
preferred stock. In 1849 it paid 7 per cent.
on preferred stock #nd 4'2 on the common.
The commeon was then selling at above 70.
The last dividend was passed, and to-day
the stock sold at 139, Edward L. Brandon,
whose failure was announced to-day, was a
large holder of it. The first $1,000,000 of
the consolidated bonds referred to were
issuned on April 9, 1800, The authorized
issue is $15,000,000. It is stated that the
company is solvent, but owing to the con-
dition of the market the ofticers deem it best

for allinterests to havea receiver appointed.

FAILURE IN THE COAL TRADE.

Jodgments Aggregating $325,000 Filed
Against Fawcett & Sons, of Pittsburg.

Pir1sBURG, Nov. 24.—Thomas Fawoett &
Bons, one of the oldest and largest bitu-

minous coal firms in this city, have failed.
Judgments aggregating $160,000 were en-
tered by the Central Bank this morning,
and all property of the firm bhas been

levied upon by the sheriff to satisfy these

claims. The liabilities are estimated at
$400,000, with assets of about £600,000, The
failure was not unexpected, and it is
claimed was not the resul: of the present
financial flurry. The firm has been carry-

ing & large amount of paper, and for two
months it has been known that they were
about to give up th‘e fight. The senior
member, Mr. Thomss Fawcett, 18 president
of the Central Bank. but the failure will
have no effect npon that institution, as it
is amply protected.

Up to the closing hour of the count
courts judgments nigmgatmx $325.000 ha
been filed against Fawcett & Sons. The
firm attributes its financial embarass-
ment to the depression in the coal business
and the immense expense necessary to keep
up a number of boats and the other charges
incident to a big coal establishment.
There has been no profit, they say, on coal,
and their operations have been carried on
at a loss. Last spring they expected to sell
out to the English syndicate that held
options on a number of leading coal
progertien. in the event of which they in-
tended to pay off their indebtedness and go
out of the business. This fell through, and
running the business at a loss culminated
in the Central Bank issuing executions
upon the judgments held by it. The firm
of Fawcett & Sons owns the steamers Boaz,
Acorn and Maggie Convoy, together with a
great many valuables barges, coal tipples
and other appliances for carrying on an
extensive coal business, They loaded their
coal in their own barges and shipped the
same to the lower markets by their own
tow-boats, so they have few, if any large
creditors among other operators.

PRETTYMAN'S AFFAIRS,

His Assignee Ousted and Another Appointed
by the Court—Creditors Gouged,

CHICAGO, Nov. 24.—Jndge Prendergast
this afternoon deposed cashier Charles S,

Johmson as sasignee of Prettyman’s Bank
and the North Division Lumber Company.

The Judge appointed in Johnson’s stead the
Jenning Trust Company, and entered an
order directing the new assignee to take
charge at once. This move was the result
of a vigorous protest against Johnson by
the creditors, who made allegations that
two men supposed to be Prettyman and
Johnson had secretly visited the bank the
night after the failure at a late hour, and
that Johunson, who has been, it is said,
closely associated with Prettyman’s affairs,
was not a disinterested person. Testimony

was also adduced to support the
theory that a certain creditor had
beeu favored with funds at the bank after
the assignment. Judge Prendergast made
no direct reference to these charges, but
said that he believed it best to relieve ap-
prebension and suspicion. Hedid not wish
to see runs on Chicago banks by reason of
an impression that depositors could be left
out in the cold. Mr. Prettyman, whose to-
tal liabilities in the bank, his lumber com-
pauy and other ventures have been esti-
mated all the way from §300,000 to $1,000,000,
was present during the discussion with an
impertubed countenance, and at the end
said he wonid prefer to say nothing in
court until be had seen his attorney. The
court thereupon adjourned the examination
until to-morrow. To-night there was a
meeting of the creditors, many of whom
are small tradesmen, who gave free vent to
their wrath and indignation at the failure,

Suspension of & New York Broker.

NEw YORK, Nov. 24 —The suspension of
Fdward Brandon was announced on the
Stock Exchange this morning. He is one
of the oldest and most prominent members
of the exchange, having been admitted on
Sept. 8, 1852, and was considered one of the
wealthiest brokers on the board. It is said
that all through the recent decline he was
a “bull,” and carried a large line of stocks:

“bull” side, he turned “bear” and sold

stocks short, and was caught in the rapid
advance that foilowed. e was for a num-
ber of years located at No. 19 Broad street,
but now his office is at No. 2 Wall street.

THE C. & E. 1. STRIKE ENDED.

How the Trouble Originated—Returned to
Work Last Fight.
Special to the Indianapolis Journal.

Daxvirtrg, Ill., Nov. 24.—The strike on
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois system is
ended. It originated in a quarrel with
Trainmaster Bowman. 1t seems that Bow-
man added ten additional cars to a freight
en route from Brazil to Chicago. It isa
rule of the road that for every tem extra
cars there shall be another brakeman. Con-
ductor Condon refused to go out without
one, and, together with hiscrew, was prompt-
ly discharged. Another crew was ordered

to take the place of the first, refused, and
was also dismissed. The strikers demanded
the dismissal of Bowman and the reinstate-
ment of the men discharged by his order.

A dispateh from Terre Haute says: Presi-
dent Saul telegraphed Trainmaster Bowman
for his resignation to-day, and it is said
here if Bowman is forced to resign the
conductors, brakemen and switchmen will
return to work without pressing their de-
mand for three brakemen on freight crews.
The switchmen in the yards here all quit
work to-day.

“The men all returned to work to-night,”
said General Manager Sanl, “and we ex-
pect a formal request from them to-morrow
asking that they be reinstated. They
claimed that a freight crew which had
been discharged by Traiomaster Bowman
had not been properly dealt with, but now
see their mistake. Trainmaster Bowman
will be retained, and the trains will run as
usual.”

Operators Demand sn Increase.
Special to the Indianapolis Journal.
ForT WAYNE, Ind., Nov. 24.—The tele-

graph operators employed on the Nickel-
plate railroad have followed the example
of the trainmen and decided to demand an
increase in wages. Quiet agitation has
been going on for some time, and as a result
a petition asking for an increase of about
20 per cent. has been siguned by every
operator on the road between Buffalo and

Chicago, and this petition will to-morrow
be gmantod to General Manager Williams
at Cleveland. The men demand 15 cents an
hour for the lowest grade of operators, 16
for the second-class, 18 for the third an
1919 for the highest grade, twelve hours to
constitute a day’s work. They have formed
an independent orfnnizanou and are san-
guine of success. If their demands are not
granted they will probably join the Broth-
erhood of Telegraphers 1n a body and vre-
sent their demands again, backed by the
federation of railroad employes.

Wishes of Erie Engineers Acceded To.

MIippLETOWN, N. Y., Nov. 4.—From relia-
ble sources it is learned that twelve en-
gineers, representing divisions along the
line of the Erie road, held two conferences
on Friday and two more on Satarday with
President King, at which Vice-president
Felton and Geueral Superintendent Thomas

were present. Late on Saturday night a
compromise was eftected, and the engineers
returned home perfectly satisfied. They
state that President King treated them
courteously, heard their complaints pa-
tiently, and assured them that certain
things regarded by the subordinates as
hardships would be examined into and
made satisfactory. It is understood that
the engineers want pay for the hours spent
along the road, instead of by trips, and also
pay for the time engineers are suspended
when the men are afterward exonerated.

Striking Miners Refused Food.
BOMERSET, Ky., Nov. 24.—The miners at
the Baronfork coal mines, numbering four
bundred, are on strike. They demsnd an

increase of 10 cents per ton, which they
were refused, wherenpon they threw down
their tools and refused to work. The com-
missary has been locked against the miners,
and they have been refused anything toeat.

Collapse of a Whisky Warehouse.

LouisviLLE, Nov. 24.—At Pleasure Ridge
Park, nearthiscity, to-dnl;’r, the warehouse of
the Pleasure Ridge Park Distilling Compan
collapsed under a weight of 12,530 barrels
of whisky.

Conferrees Agree on the Matter of Control—
National Commission Proceedings Spiced
with Politics—Lady Managers.

CHICAGO, Nov. 24.—Fifteen chiefs of
bureaus and the direct.--general will di-
rect the destinies of the world’s fair. A
board of reference and control of eight
members from the national commission and

8 like number from the local directory
will constitute a conference committee to

settle all matters of difference that
may arise in the management of
the exposition. All this depends on
the adoption by the commission of
the report of special committees of the
two bodies appointed to consider the ques-
tion of jurisdiction. The local directory
adopted the report unania ously this even-
ing, and it is expected the commission will
take similar action to-morroiww. The com-
mittees avoided the jurisdictizn guestion,
and addressed themselves to the task of
creating a system of bureaus that would
leave out of consideration all disputes con-
cerning the respective powers and duties of
the two bodies. The result, afteran ail-day
conference, was the pian that chiefs of the

bureaus are to be appointed by thedirector-
general, subject to the appreval of the com-
mission and the directory. Thesechiefsare
to bear the stamp of the commission.
The directory is to vay the salanes
and expenses of the bureaus, but
has the power to reduce the e> ~#nses of
any dog:rtmout when it seems . _a action
wouald in thejinterest of the exposition.
Material changes or modifications of the
plans of buildings are to bemade subject to
the approval of the two committees on
grounds and buildings. The bureaus coin-
cide with the departments of the classifica-
tion system, to which are added bureaus of
forestry products, publicity and promotion,
and foreign affairs. The report of the con-
ference was drawn b,v Judge Lindsay, of
the commission, and Vice-president Bryan,
of the directory. The creation of the bu-
reau of foreign affairs, however, is not to
contravene the rights and powers of the
committee on foreign aftairs to control the
disbnrsement of the $:0,000 heretofore
placed under their contro

National Commission Proceedings,
CHICAGO, Nov. 24.—The worid’s fair com-

mission resunmed its sessions this morning.
The report of the committee on ceremonies,

recommending a military display, was pre-
sented and laid over for future cousidera-

tion. Commissioner Claggett, of Washing-
ton, D. C,, offered a resolution that Con-

gress be asked to allow the use of the
penalty envelope for the business of the

commission, The resolution was passed.
Commissioner McKenzie annouunced that E.
E. Jaycox, the traffic mavager appointed
by Director-general Davis, had placed his
resignation in the hands of the director-
eneral. This action removed the sting
rom Chairman Groner's committee on
tarifts and transportation, which had been
rotesting against Jaycox's appointment

‘he transaction, however, appears
to have been largely a matter of form,
and Mr. Jaycox will probably be the
traffic manager. A resolution was passed
authorizing President Palmer to confer
with the Speaker of the House of Repre-
sentatives with a view of securing the
proper appointment of two commissioners
from Alaska. A resolution was introduced
providing for aseparateexhibit of the Afro-
American race. There was a great differ-
ence of opinion as to whether there should
be a separate exhibit or not. It was finally
referred to the executive committee. The
report of the committee on awards was
adopted. This recommends bronze medals
and certificates instead of money premiums,

The foreign affairs committee report
recommended the adoption of W. L, Cup-
tis’s scheme to establish a South American
bureau at Washington. The cowmmittee
thought the scheme would produce an at-
tractive and valuable exhibit.

Mr. Thacher, of New York, opposed the
report. His principal objection, he said,
was to the partisan and political character
of the scheme. The gentleman who pro-
posed the plan was better equipped for it
than anr other man in the country, but he
personally represented the gentleman who
is now Secretary of State. He objected to
having the official seal of the commission
put on a matter of purely political pur-
poses, and which he believes was origi-
nated to further the political fortunes of
the distinguished gentleman who occupied
the chair of State.

Mr. Jones offered a resolution declaring

CHicAGO, Nov. 24.—The board of lady
managers of the world’s fair resumed its
session this morning, The first business
transacted was the discussion of resolu-
tions looking to the formulation of requests
to be presented to the commissioners.
Some of the ladies advocated a separate ex-
hibit for women, but others said that such
u course would be fatal to the interests of
the sex which they represented. Mrs. John
A. Logan urged that business be hurried

through. *“Ladies, if we defer action much
longer we shall be the laonghing stock of
the Nation,” said she. *“'Every day we stay
here costs the Navion over £1,000. Let us
do something and rave ourselves from ridi-
cule,” Other ladies were of the opinion
that they had been brought here and should
take their time_to do their work well. A
resolntion by Mrs. Ginty that managers
go before their respective State legislatures
to ask for agnroprutlo_ns for the wowan’s
portion of the exposition was laid on the
table. The board then got to work on the
formulation of its ideas of what it wanted
to ask from the commissioners, the presen-
tation of resolutions to this end being in-
terrupted occasionally to listen to addresses
by Miss Frances E. Willard, Miss Harriet
Hosmer and others. Among the matters
proposed by different membersof the board
to be requested were: That an administra-
tive building for the use of the board be
erected on the fair grounds: that there
should not be a separate building for the
exhibition of woman’s work; that the sal-
ar{l of the secretary be §5.000; that every
exhibit be accompaniea with a statement
specifying that the said exhibit is or is not
“produced, in whole or in part, by female

labor.”
